Dependency. 


That is What Alexieff’s Contract 
is Said to Sigaity. 


England Greatly Interested in the 
Korean Question. 


Position of the Powers Regarding 
China Uncertain—Manufactured 
News from the Far East—Ger- 
mans Fortifying Kiaochau. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 1.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) A China steamer 
brings details of the contract by which 
Kuril Alexieff has been appointed ad- 
viser to the-Finance Department of 
Korean customs in place of McLeavy 
Brown. The Russian has power to 
appoint a chief commissioner of cus- 
toms, and his appointment only ter- 
minates when there is found a Korean 
of sufficient financial training to take 
his place. In any event he can be 
succeeded only by a Korean or a Rus- 
sian, as no one of any other nation- 
ality may be employed. Thus the 
finances of Korea are entirely in the 
hands of Russia. 

The Minister of Finance ordered 
Brown to give up the keys of the 
treasury box, and on his refusal the 
box was broken open and ali the 
money taken. On these funds the 
King is having a great time. All sub- 
ordinate clerks have been ordered to 
follow the directions of Alexieff. 

General opinion in Seoul is that this 
move makes Korea a dependency of 
Russia. The Japanese are, fighting 
mad over this shrewd Russian action. 
A protest against the contract with 
Alexieff has been made by a Korean 
who declares that the Foreign Minister 
had no right to make a contract with 
a citizen of another country, whieh 
binds the whole government of Ko 
to the Russian government.

MANUFACTURED NEWS. 


Official Advices Regarding China 
Hard to Get. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, Jan. 1—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyrighted, 1898,. by the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The ingenuity displayed 
in manufacturing news from the Far 
East is remarkable. Fite-sixths of the 
Statements can be _ safely labeled 
guesswork. The British and Russian 
Foreign Offices are as dumb as oys- 
cers, and the German stream of con- 
Hicting communications in the semi- 
official press shows they do not know 
which foot they are standing on. 
france is apparently. in the dark, 
while the Mikado has. dissolved the 
Japanese Diet, in order that opinions 
should not be expressed. Under the 
circumstances, it is not strange that 
accurate information is difficult to se- 
cure. . 

The known facts wholly corroborate 
the statements cabled to the Associ- 
ated Press on Saturday last, that 
Great Britain is carefully watching 
the situation, biding her time, and will 
not fail to act promptly and _ vigor- 
ously at the proper moment. It was 
pointed out in that dispatch that in 
well-informed circles the scare in the 
newspapers in regard to the East was 
at least premature, and that the mem- 
bers of the government were evidently 
sincere in disclaiming the least alarm. 
This view of the case was practically 
reiterated by the Daily Graphic on 
Friday, which asserted that there was 
every reason to believe that the Rus- 
sians would adhere to their pieaxge to 
evacuate Port Arthur at the end of 
the winter, and that, therefore, there 
were no grounds for complaint on the 
part of Great Britain. The Daily 
Graphic further pointed out that the 
British government did not regard the 
eccupation of Kiaochau by the Ger- 
mans as calling for action, because 
British interests were not threatened. 
Both the Foreign Office and the Ad- 
mirality, according to the Daily 


‘| Graphic, were agreed on this point. 


Evidently, apart from the question of 
the Chinese loan, the Korean question 
is more interesting for Great Britain at 
the present moment than the situation 
at Port Arthur and Kiaochau, prin- 
cipally because the Marquis Salisbury 
sees in the attempt to oust J. Mac- 
Leavy Brown, the British Superintend- 
ent of Korean Customs, a more serious 
scheme to overturn Sir Robert Hart, 
the British Director of the Chinese 
Imperial Maratime Customs, which has 
apparently been nipped in the bud. The 
Cabinet’s existence would be ghort if 
it permitted Russia to coerce the 
Tsung-Li-Yamen (Chinese Foreign Of- 
fice) into dismissing the British head 
of the Chinese customs. It is not 
known yet whether the British govern- 
ment will appreve of the arrangements 
arrived at, according. to a cable dis- 
patch from Peking, by which Mac- 
Leavy Brown and M. Alexieff, the Rus- 
sian agent in Korea, will work the Ko- 
rea customs together. The British 
Minister appears to be somewhat dis- 
trustful, so the warships of Great Brit- 
ain that are at present at Chemulpo, 
the port of Seoul, in order to give moral 
support to Mr. Brown, will remain 
there for the present.

GRRMANY'S POSITION. 


Approved by the Pope—Kiaochau to 
Be Fortified. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Jan. 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyrighted, 1898, by the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Bishop Anser of South 
Shantung, China, dined with the Em- 
peror and Empress at the new palace 
on Tuesday. Baron von Buelow, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, and 
Count von Leyden, the new Minister 
of Japan, were present. On the fol- 
lowing day the correspondent of the 
Associated Press had an interview 
with the bishop, to whose shrewd ad- 
vice and detailed information regard- 
ing the whole province of Shan.ung, 
in which Kiaochau is situated, the 
German government owes much. 
Bishop Anser gave an interesting ac- 
count of the occurrences of the pre- 
vious evening, and of the audience he 
whs accorded by the Empe:or in 
November, and also told of his audi- 
ence with the Pope a fortnight ago. 

The bishop, who has been thirty- 
four years in China, and who is about 
to return, said: “I am amazed at 
the keen knowledge the Empeior dis- 
played regarding China, its resources 
and government. Every question the 
Emperor asked was pointed. There 
is no doubt Germany means to keep 
Kiaochau, and its contiguous terri- 
tory; and, if the right measures are 
taken, it will prove a most valuable 
possession, even more valuable than 
Hongkong, because its mineral wealth, 
coal and iron, although needing a 
large amount of capital to develop it. 
is almost inexhaustibie.”” 

The Emperor told the bishop that 
steps were under way to give thor- 
ough German administration to the 
territory, and to rapidly develop the 
natural commercial advantages of 
Kiaochau. The best expert judgment 
would be taken on every step pro- 
posed. Already measures have been 
inaugurated to interest private Ger- 
man capital. Three large companies 
are forming in Berlin and Colcgne for 
this purpose, and the tische Bank 
is identified with several large plans 
in this direction. 

Relative to his audience with the 
Pope, Bishop Anser said His Holiness 
highly approved the energy shown by 
Germany in the “gigantic task of 
opening China and preparing her for 
the blessings of Christianity and civ- 
ilization.”” The Pope also expressed 
the opinion that speedy penalty would 
be meted to China for the last mis- 
sion murders, which, would strike 
wholesome terror intoj,.the breast of

spring will commence improving the 
harbor of Kiaochau, and will con- 
struct docks and wharves and 
strengthen the forts materially.

INDIANS MUST MOVE ON, 


A Portian .of Their Istand Home 
Wanted for Settlement.

MEXICO OWNS THE ISLAND. 


Had a Right to Take Down the 
Stars and Stripes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The _ story 
of the dispossession of a party of 
Americans from Clipperton Island by 
a Mexican warship, as reported by an 
incoming steamer at San Diego, Cal., 
as yet has no official confirmation. All 
that is known at the Mexitan legation 
here is that vague rumors were afloat 
that the British had taken possession 
of the island, and that with a view to 
asserting the sovereignty of Mexico 
over it a warship was sent there to 
maintain Mexico’s claim. The De- 
partment of State has nothing at all on 
the subject, but is not disturbed over 
the news. The law permits an Amer- 
ican citizen to locate on any _ island 
such as Clivperton, solely for the pur- 
pose of taking off guano, but it must 
be affirmatively shown that the island 
is not part of the territory of another 
nation at the time of the location. As 
to Clipperton Island, therefore, it is 
simply a question as to the prior right 
of Mexico to title, and the impression 
here is that her title is as good as was 
that of Brazil to the Island of Trini- 
dad, which was sought by.the British 

for a cable station. 

It is recalled here that in two cases 
the United States government relin- 
quished islands lying in the Bay of 
Honduras to Mexico under circum- 
stances similar to the present case, 
upon proof of Mexican title.

LONDON, Jan. 2.—[By Atlantic Cae 
ble] The usuai quiet of New Years 
day was disturbed. yesterday aftere 
noon by a report that Prince Bismarck 
was dead. 

Thais rumor, so emphatically made by 
the Evening News and shouted 
throughout London by newsboys, cree 
ated a deep sensation in the minds of 
the. general public, and great excitee 
ment in newspaper circles until a dee 
nial was received by the Reuter Telee- 
gram Company. Most of Londoners, 
however, went to bed last night in the 
belief that Prince Bismarck was dead, 
as the dispatch to the Reuter com-. 
pany from Hamburg was only pube 
lished in the morning newspapers. 

A denial has also been received from 
Berlin. The feeling is one of profound 
reticence. The actual source of the 
report is not Known, but the rumor 
was readily credited in view of the 
fact that the ex-Chancellor has for 
the past fortnight been in bad health 
and worse than before, though it was 
not thought his life was in positive 
danger. 

Inquiries made by both telegraph 
and telephone have elicited the reas- 
suring statement that the Prince ia 
alive, and there is no reason t® be- 
lieve that his condition is any worse 
today than it has been of late. A dis- 
patch from Hamburg says the rumor 
of Bismarck’s death originated in Bers 
lin, and was received in Hamburg 
With scepticism, which inquiry at 
Friedrichsruhe proved to be justified. 

There is no doubt that Prince Bis+ 
marck’s health has been rudely shaken 
in the last few days, owing to his in- 
somnia, which is due to want of open-.

“BROKEN IN SPIRIT AND DEVOID 


OF HOPE. 


Paces His. Narrow Cage, Praying 
for Deliverance from the 
 Galjlows. 


PASSES A VERY UNEASY NIGHT. 


BUT SAYS THE MURDERS WILL 


COME OUT IN TIME. 


A Poverty-stricken Englishman at 
Portiand Succeeds to a Baron- 
etey—Shipwrecked Crew of 
the Oakland Brought In 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 1-—Theo- 
dore Durrant is absolutely broken in 
spirit. When he paced his narrow 
cage today he was gloomy, silent and 
devoid of hope. He passed a very un- 
easy night, being unable to sleep for 
more than an hour at a time. He is 
nervous to the last degree. 

At noon yesterday he fell upon his 
knees and prayed for deliverance. He 
prayed for his father and mother, and 
besought God to save him from death 
on the gallows. When night came on 
he was more despondent than ever. 
He refused to talk to the death watch, 
and spent his time reading the Bible 
presented to him by his mother. He 
said the truth of these murders will 
come out before next Friday. “If it 
comes to the worst, I shal] be ready. I 
trust in God for my deliverance.” 

A DESPAIRING CRY. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY KEVORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 1.— 
“Within a week I will solve the mys- 
tery of the other side.” These words 
Were spoken by Theodore Durrant in 
the chamber of death. 

The condemned man knows that the 
end is near; that hope has vanished, 
and that the technicalities of the law 
can avail him nothing. In spite of 
all this, however, and the intense 
nervous strain under which he {4s 
laboring, the criminal of the century 
Sleeps soundly almost within the 
shadow of the gallows. 

Although in an agony of despair, 
Durrant is more talkative than when, 
twice before, he was preparing for 
death on the gallows. The condemned 
man now seems to wish to talk and 
share with others what may or may 
not be uppermost in his thoughts. 

One of Durrant’s favorite theories is 
that Blanche Lamont and Minnie 
Williams were not killed by the same 
man. He ergues that the murders 
were of an entirely different nature, 
and that it would have been impossible 
for him to have done the killing. He 
spends all of his moments of hope in 
discussing these points, and invariably 
makes a case for himself. He assumes 
@ mysterious air and promises that he 
has another sensation, which he will 
unfold in a few lays. Durrant says 
the mystery of the murders in the Em- 
manuel Church will be cleared up 
within three days.

THE SALMON PACK. 


A Considerable Falling Off Over 
Previous Years. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 1.—The Herald of 
Trade and Finance prints the following review 
of the Pacific Coast salmon pack for the 

season just closed: 

The total pack of canned salmon on this 
Coast is not so large as late estimates made 
it, but it comes up to the early estimates. 
While the Alaska pack is not up to last 
year’s, those of British Columbia, Puget 
Sound, Columbia River and Sacramento River 
are larger, but the outside streams and bays 
in Oregon are not up to 1896. The Alaska 
pack is somewhat a surprise, for it has been 
cla:med wt.h considerable confidence that it 
would aggregate fully 1,000000 cases. It ts 
stated that the run of fish did not come up to 
expectatiors. This also ‘explains why the 
British Columbia pack fell below ostimates 
before the season opened. While the runs on 
Freser River were fairly large, there were 
light runs on the northern rivers and inlets. 
The Puget Sound pack of sock-eyes was fully 
up to expectations, but the run of silver- 
sides a little later was a disappointment and 
cut the estimated pack quite materially. 

The Columbia River pack, it was thought, 
would not be more than 400,000 vases, but the 
exceptiona] average size of chinook salmon 
made a much larger pack than had been 
estimated even during the fishing season. It 
is rather singular that the pack of this river 
wes in 1883 and 184 more than 600 000 cases, 
and, in 1885, 553,000 cases: but from 1886 to 
1§93 inclusive the pack varied from 325 600 
‘cases to 479,000, with one year (1892.) 502.490.

Snee 1893 the pack has been more than 
500,000 cases each year. This is convincing 
evidence that the Oregon State hatcheries 
have proved a success. 

The very low prices that ruled for salmon 
this year must have caused outs’de packers 
to reduce their output, for by no other reason 
can so large a falling off be accounted. 

The pack on the Sacramento River was 
largely in excess year’s, notwith- 
standing a strike of fishermen lessened the 
total pack.

AT PASADENA. 


Successful Races—The Programme 
Too Long for the Day. 

About twelve hundred people were 
present at the ¥.M.C.A. midwinter 
athletic tournament, held at Athletic 
Park, ‘Pasadena, yesterday afternoon. 

A very lengthy programme had 
been arranged, but aside from the bi- 
cycle races, many of the most im- 
portant events did not come off until 
a large majority of the spectators had 
left the grounds on account of dark- 
ness. Several events had to be 
stricken from the programme entirely. 
As it was, two bicycle races, a one- 
mile foot race and the pole-vaulting 
contest took place when it was im- 
possible to see more than the forms 
of the contestants.

KNIVES READY. 


Claim to Have Sufficient Support 
from the Democrats to Defeat 
the Senator. 


BUT HANNA IS FULL OF HOPE. 


LOOKS WITH FAVOR ON ALL OF 
THE INDICATIONS. 


Views the Result of the Caucuses 
in an Entirely Different Light 
from His Oppeonents—Both 
Boasttel. 


{ABSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (O.,) Jan. 1.—The 
caucuses for the nomination of the 
officers of the Legislature, which con- 
venes next Monday, were held tonight. 
Usually these caucuses are of State in- 
terest only. Tonight the reélection of 
Senater Hanna was directly invoelyed, 
and Republican opposition in Ohio to 
President McKinley and his appoint- 
ments assumed organic factional form. 
The result of the caucuses shows that 
the nominees of the Hanna slate are 
short three votes of election in. the 
House and one vote in the Senate. And 
the opinion prevails that Hanna will be 
short four votes of election on the joint 
ballot on Wednesday, January 12, un- 
ra changes shall be made in the mean 
time. 

At the joint Republican caucus next 
Wednesday night Mr. Hanna will have 
no opposition for the nomination. but 
it is stated now that there are enough 
Republican members who will not enter 
the caucus to prevent his election. The 
Legislature stands 70 Republicans, 65 
Democrats and 6 fusionists, The 
fusionists are Senator Voight and Rep- 
resentatives Droste, Kemper, Lane and 
Otis, all of Cincinnati, In the House 
Republican caucus tonight Droste, 
Kemper and Lane participated, and are 


pledged to Alexander Boxwell tor 
Speaker, John R. Malley for chief 
clerk, and Andrew Jackson for ser- 


geant-at-arms and other candidates for 
minor places on the Hanna ticket. 
Droste, however, says he will not enter 
the Republican Senatorial caucus next 
Wednesday, as he proposes to present 
the name of Jeptha Garrard, a silver 
Republican, for Senator against 
Hanna. 

Including the fusionists there are six- 
ty-two Republicans and forty-seven 
Democrats in the House, a tota)] of 107, 
with fifty-five necessary to elect. There 
were only fifty-two present at the Re- 
publican caucus tonight. The ten ab- 
sentees were Bramley and Mason of 
Cuyahoga, Griffith of Clinton, Griffith 
of Union, Jones of Stark, Joyce of 
Guernsey, Manuel of Montgomery, Otis 

f Hamilton, Rulan of Carroll and 

cott of Fulton. Griffith of Clinton, 
Grifith of{ Union and Manuel Mont- 
gomery reported as sick, and the 
others are the fusion with the Dem- 
ocratic members to beat wha tis called 
the Hanna slate next Monday, and one 
week from next Wednesday to defeat 
Hanna for reélection. 

The anti-Hanna Republicans and 
Democratic members in their joint 
House caucus nominaied Harry C. Ma-

Late tonight Senator Hanna and his 
associates at their headquarters gave 
out the following statement regarding 
the resuli of the caucuses tonight: 

“The result of the caucuces tonight 
assures the support of Senator Hanna 
and that the intrigue of disloyal Re- 
publicans with the Allen 0. Myers- 
John McLean Democracy for the elec- 
tion of a free-silver man to the wtp 
will not be successful. Mr. Kurtzan 
his associates had claimed that the 
Republicans could not muster more 
than thirty-five votes in tonight's 
House caucus. Instead of that, fifty- 
two were present, and at least two 
others would have attended but for ill- 
ness. They boasted constantly that 
they would keep at least twenty-seven 
Republicans out of the House caucus;

‘More Canneries Needed. 


(F. J. Matts, in California Cultiva- 
tor:] Editor Cultivater: I wish to call 
the attention of fruit-growers of south- 
ern California to the necessity cf hav- 
ing more canneries in this part of the 
State. It is a well-known tact that in 
the northern part of the State, where 
there are plenty of fruit canneries, the 
price of fruit has ruled fuliy twice as 
high as it has here in the south the 
past season, The writer has. kept 
posted as to the prices of fruit paid 
by. canneries there. 

Now to illustrate: The Santa Rosa 
cannery started the price on Early 
Crawford peaches (a poor canning 
peach) at $15 per ton, and as the bet- 
ter varieties came in the price ad- 
vanced all along the line, until the 
Lemon and Orange Clings were 
reached; when the price was put up by 
the canneries to $40 and $45 per ton! 
The prices in the southern part of the 
State for Early Crawfcrd peaches 
reached the modest sum of $5 to $6 per 
ton, and as the better varieties came 
in prices were advanced until the Or- 
ange and Lemon Clings reached the top 
price of $12 per ton! Some may have 
gotten more, but if such is the fact the 
writer has no Knowledge of it. This 
season just passed is no exception to 
the rule, for prices have ruled in about 
that proportion for the last seven 
years. 


pay those prices, the southern canner- 
ies certainly can. But the fact is, 
there are so few canneries here in the 
south that they have no competition, 
and the fruit-grower has to dispose of 
his fruit as best he can. 

If the growers of each neighborhood 
would combine and put up their own 
canneries, and have their drying 
grounds attached where they could dry 
the low-grade fruit’ and can the best, 
and put up a uniform pack of canned 
and dried fruit, they could com- 
mand the highest market’ price for 
their fruit. They could then place 
their goods in the eastern market them- 
selves, and thereby shun the middle- 
-man and get all there was in the 
product themselves. 

The Redlands people have started in 
the right way. A few prominent fruit- 
growers there combined and formed a 
.stock company, and, although they did

| OHIO’S FIGHTING SENATORS. 


GOSSIP ABOUT MARK HANNA AND BEN FORAKER ON THE 
BATTLE GROUNDS OF OHIO. 


How Foraker and Hanna Manage Their Campaigns—Foraker asa Fighter 
and Hanna as a Diplomanist—Hanna’s Late Senatorial Fight. 
His Enormous Funds and How He Spends Them. 
Their Ambitions. 


g [From Our Own Correspondent. | 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 27. 
HE Senatorial election will occur 
at Columbus in a few days, and it 
will then be finally settled whether 
Mark Hanna is to succeed himself 
as Senator of the United States. From 
what I can learn there seems little 
doubt as to his election, but there are 
plenty of Judases in Ohio politics, and 
if the Foraker faction can defeat 
Hanna without bringing opprobrium 
upon itself it will undoubtedly do so. I 
have heard nothing but Foraker and 
Hanna since I came into the State. In 
Cincinnati everv one lauded Foraker, 
with only here and there a shouter for 
Hanna. Here the majority are for 
Hanna, but a number of jealous rich 
men question his ability and incline 
toward Foraker. 
HANNA AND FORAKER COM- 
PARED. 

It is wonderful how strong both men 
are in the hearts of the people. I could 
find twenty men in any Ohio city who 
would roll up their sleeves and fight for 
either Foraker or Hanna. Foraker is 
the typical fighter. He believes in 
winning by aggression. His whole life 
has been a fight. When he was ready 
to go away to school the war broke 
out and he entered the army. He was 
hardly old enough to be a soldier, but 
he fought his way through the war, 
taking active part in the battles of 
Lookout Mountain, Mission Ridge, At- 
lanta and a dozen others, and being 
the last man of his regiment to be mus- 
tered out. He carried his animosity 
with him after the war closed, and 
when he was Governor’ protested 
against giving the rebel flags back to 
the South. Foraker has a backbone 
as stiff as the Corinthian columns at 
the front of the Capitol at Wacshing- 
ton. He does not give up and he keeps 
on fighting after the battle is over. He 
wanted an education, but he _ served 
throughout the war, and when it was 
closed entered college, going first to 
the Methodist University at Delaware, 
O., and afterward to Cornell. 

Hanna is also a fighter, but he fights 
in a different way. He plans his cam- 
paigns, organizes his forces, studies hu- 
man nature and diplomatically molds 
everything to his will. Thereason for 
this lies somewhat in his education. He 
started life in his father’s store in 
Cleveland, but times were hard and. 
business poor. Later on he invested 
his savings in an iron mine, became in- 


terested in a variety of different enter-. 


prises and by diplomacy, push and 
honesty succeeded in making a great 
fortune. Like Foraker he is a man of 
strong friendships. This is shown in

HANNA’S CAMPAIGN FOR M’KIN- 
LEY. 

Hanna’s Presidential campaign for 
McKinley was managed as no cam- 
paign was ever managed before. The 
whole United Stateswas divided up just 
as he divided up Ohio. He Knew as 
much about any one ofthe counties of 
Southern California or of Upper Maine 
as he .did about the different parts of 
Northern Ohio. He not only knew in- 
dividuals, but he knew public senti- 
ment, and he spent vast sums to change 
it. His correspondence was so enor- 
mous that for a time it was said he 
spent. as much as $60,000 a week for 
postage, and I have seen it stated that 
30,000,000 documents were sent out in 
one week by niail. All told, the amount 
of money at his command is said to 
have been more than $1,000,000. And I 
have no doubt that this money, as far 
as Mr. Hanna was concerned, was 
spent legitimately. He skimped noth- 
ing. A letter was, never sent where a 
telegram would bring the news more 
quickly, and much of the business was 
done by special wires and long-distance 
telephones. In this work he was aided 
very largely by President McKinley. 
The President is one of the shrewdest 
politicians. By means of the telephone 
he and Mr. Hanna were side by side, 
though one was in Cleveland and the 
other’ in Canton. Every day or £0 
Hanna would get on the train, taking 
a lot of papers with him, and go down 
to Canton. The ride is not more than 
an hour or so. During. the journey he 
would have two seats to himself and 
would sort over these papers, so that 
he had them just in the shape in which 
McKinley would understand them most 
quickly. He would proceed at once to 
business, and together the two in a 
couple of hours would go over the 
whole field, and by evening Hanni 
would be back in Cleveland with a new 
set of directions for his subordinates. 
He is, you know, a gocd judge of men, 
and he picked out a force of organ- 
izers which needed only his /generol 
direction. He does not believe in do- 
ing things he can get other men to do. 
™Tn this way he saved himself for the 
hig things and was alle to throw all 


his force where it would do the most. 


good. 
MARK HANNA‘’S ILDENESS. 
Still Hanna did+teo much. His ill- 
ness today is the result of overwork. 
During the Presidential campaign he 
put in more hours than a newspaper 
reporter. His head was kept going 
night and day and he gave up the quiet 
evenings which he was wont to have

way he has stuck to McKinley. 
he is a good fighter, amd, 
like him, he seldom forgets an injury, 
and will keep up his campaign to the 
last. 
GREAT POLITICAL ORGANIZERS. 
Both Hanna and Foraker are astute 
politicians. Both haye their forces well 
organized, but Hanna knows more 
about organization in a day than Fora- 
ker does in a month of Sundays. For- 
aker has friends’ who manipulate the 
machine for him. One of these is 
Charles Kurtz of Columbus; Gov. Bush- 
nell is another and George Cox, the big 
liquor dealer of Cincinnati, was until 
recently the third. All these men, 
however, cannot compare with Hanna 
in this respect. I doubt. whether he 
has his equal in the world. I spent 
“ome time at his headquarters here 
and looked over the books showing 
how he ran this last Senatorial: cam- 
paign. The whole State was divided 
up into sections. Every man of im- 
portance was known. Every vote was 
counted. Every newspaper editor had 
been lined up, and the wires reaching 
Bullding ex- 
tended to every hamlet of Ohio. Scores 
of clerks were kept constantly busy. 
Two hundred and fourteen daily papers 
and all of the weeklies published in 
Ohi6 came to the headquarters.. A 
corps of readers clipped these, sum- 
‘marized their matter and presented it 


to Hanna's lieutenants. A close. touch

campaign he traveléd in a common 
car. He spoke several times a day for 
weeks and went right down among the 
people. He wanted to show them, he 
said, that he had not horns as one of 
the New York papers had stated. and 
that he was a plain, common-sense fel- 
low after all. All this time he was 
affected with rheumatism and trouble 
with his heart. He got up to speak 
night after night when he knew he 
should have been in bed, and he made 
a campaign which would have worn 
out a much younger man. As it is 
you know, be is over 60 and his life 
race has been made at a 2:40 pace. 
Be is of that nature that he can't «do 
things by halves. If he goes into an 
enterprise it must be with all his 
might. He is bound to succeed if he 
dies with his success. Foraker on the 
other ha works equally as hard. He 
is, however, a much younger man and 
his muscles are like iron. Campaign- 
ing is an old thing to him. It is as 
natural for him to speak a8 to eat, and 
his frameis packed fullof persona! mag- 
netism which carries his audiences with 
him. foraker thinks on his feet. He jots 
down from time to time before mak- 
Ing a speech the things he wants to 
say. This clarifies the matter-in his 
mind, and when he takes the stump 
his magnetism, enthusiasm and ora- 
torical power do the rest. He never 
He once 
told me that every great speech was 
to a large extent the inspiration of 
the moment, and that the surrounds 


ings as a rule make ‘the speech. 
Speaking with Hanna was very hard 
work. When he arose he was nervous. 
You could see that he felt out of pace. 
There were drops of sweat upon his 
bald head, his eyelids quivered and his 
trousers seemed to bag at the knee. 
His ordinary gesture was someth ng 
like the motion of a pump handle, and 
it was perhaps ten minutes befcre he 
got into sympathy with his audience. 
Then you took note of the honesty of 
the man. You began to see that he 
was simple and plain in his sta‘e- 
ments, and as he went on, you felt the 
effect of his arguments. There was 
no straining for effect, 
speeches were filled with common 
sense from start to finish, and I 
think they really have more effect 
than Foraker’s pyrotechnic efforts. 
BOTH MEN AMBITIOUS. 
Both Foraker anG Hanna are con- 
sumed with ambition, but Foraker, I 
believe, strikes very much above 


but his, 


most of Forakor’s funds come, I am 
told, from his law practice. -A Cincin- 
nati ‘nen told me the other day that 
he received not long ago $100,000 as his 
fee in a single case and that he makes 
enormous amounts out of his practice. 
Hanna’s investments cover the United 
States. He has a line of steamers on 
the lakes. He owns iron mines ‘mn Wis- 
consin, Michigan and Minnesota. He 
is a director in the Globe Irva Works, 
one of the biggest shipbuilding institu- 
tions of the United States. He has 
railroad interests and street-car lines, 
and he is at the same time lexgely im- 
terested in coal mines. He hes thou- 
sands of men in his employ, and his 
pay rolls during the last year have 
aggregated about $250,000 a month, or 
nearly $10,000 a day. The most of his 
employés are stromg supporters of his. 
They say he is a good man to work 
for and eminently fair and honest. As 
to just what Hanna is worth no one 
knows. I doubt whether he knows him- 
self. The other day @ newspaper

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Hanna. Foraker wants to be Presi- 
dent of the United States. This is the 
desire of his life, and there is no doubt 
that he will attempt to overthrow 
McKinley in 1900 if there is a fair 
chance of his succeeding. Both Mc- 
Kinley and Hanna know this to be a 
fact, and they fear Foraker. They 
know that Foraker has wonderful ele- 
ments of success. They appreciae 
how close he stands to the young 
men of American politics, and that he 
is to a certain extent the plumed 
knight, the James G. Blaine of the 
present era. So far Foraker has. not 
made a sensation in the Senate. But 
let the occasion come, and there Is a 
possibility of 2 speech from him which 
will set the country ringing with en- 
thusiasm. He has already stated that 
he is against any moderate policy as 
to Cuba, and I should net be gsur- 
prised to see him jump to his feet 
some day in the Senate, and, meta- 
phorically speaking, wrap the Amer- 
ican flag about him and announce that 
he is for America ‘first and last and 
all the time, in favor of the annexa- 
tion of Cuba, and against all aggres- 
sions from Germany, England and the 
rest of the world.

CALIFORNIA AT HER BEST. 

fhe man abroad who looks with 
longing eyes toward California, the 
land about which clusters a glamour 
of gold and romance; the land of 
song, adventure, story and brilliant 
achievement, wants, naturally, if he 
be coming only for pleasure, to see 
the State at its best; but what is 
its best is as hard to define to the 
individual inquirer as it is to set 
forth a menu to meet the individual 
tastes of a multitude. 

To the Californian, or to the Cali- 
fornian of the .region which lies 
south of the Tehachepi range of 
mountains particularly, the season 
after the rains come, and the verdure 
has started on the foothill slopes, is, 
perhaps, to him “California at her 
best.” After the first rains, which 
usually begin in November, the un- 
cultivated ranges and uplands which 
have been brown since the preceding 
June or July, take on a matchlessly 
beautiful aspect. The alfileria, a na- 
tive growth, which takes the place 
of the wild grasses of the country 


where, carpeting the plains and val- 
leys and undulating slopes with ver- 
dure; while a little later on the mar- 
velous growth of wild flowers makes 
its appearance, the foothill spaces 
along the mountains that fringe the 
valleys with a rugged wall becoming 
veritable carpets of yellow, blue, pur- 
ple and red; the yellow predominat- 
ing, because of the copa de oro (cup 
of gold,) or yellow poppy, which 1s 
one of the most brilliant and beau- 
tiful flowers in the world. 

This is the season when nature 
seems to be having a very carnival 
of growth and development. The 
mockingbirds trill in the chaparral, 
and the meadow-lark, of all western 
song-birds the most deliciously sweet- 
voiced and melodious, lifts his liquid 
music from bending twig or other 
coign of vantage, and spills his very 
soul out ina riot of the, richest 
melody. The air, which has been 
Swept and garnished by the warm and 
gentle rains, is blissful, sweet, balmy 
and fragrant, and it is a question if 


other land where the . word “deli- 
cious” so fits the season asit does the 
winters of Southern California after 
the rains have come, and the flowers 
and the song-birds and the days flam- 
ing with sunshine and swept by soft 
from a peaceful sea. . 

But California’s summers are 
equally lovely in comparison with.

dividual. All the year round, from” 
January to January, the State along 
the Pacific, which was the Mecca of 
the Argonauts, gives inan more com- 
forts of life than are efforded in any 
other land under the sun; and there- 


fore, California is always. at her best. 


Crowninshield, of the United States 
Navy, contributes an interesting and 
timely article to the North American 


Review, dealing with the Nicaragus 
Canal question and its importance to 


the United States, both from a com 
mercial and a strategic standpoint. 
Capt. Crowninshield shows that the 
construction of a’ highway of rapid 
transit between “the two _ great 


_oceafis"which all but encircle our con- 


tinent,” is an imperative necessity 
to this country. He also shows thaf 
the construction of such a waterway. 
instead of injuring the transcont. 
nental railways—which are the prin- 
cipal opponents of the enterprisce— 
would in reality benefit those roads. 
by promoting the development an‘ 
growth of the Pacific Coast States. 
Such development and growth would 
lead to a heavy increase in tne ac 
mands for rapid transit between the 
East and the West, which the rail- 
roads alone can satisfy. The trade of 
the great interior would aiso be 
stimulated by the upbuilding of tnc 
Pacific region, and all this increased 
trade would inure directly to tae 
benefit of the railroads. It thus ap- 
pears, conclusively, that these tines 
of traffic would be benefited ratoer 
than injured by the construction ot 
the Nicaragua Canal. 

The importance of the canal a3 


affecting our naval power, and the 


sovereignty of the nation on the Pa- 
cific as on the Atlantic shores, are 
discussed with point and force by 
Capt. Crowninshield as follows: 


“As a political factor in increasing 
the influence and power of this coun 
try in the Pacific, the canal will be 
far-reaching. Today, if the Unite: 
States were forced into a war with 
Japan over possession of the H.- 
waiian Islands, which to her are step- 
ping-stones to our continent, we 
should be placed at a great disaa- 

ge; for it is a tact that, at this 
moment, Japan’s naval _ force is 
greater than our own Pacific an3 
Asiatic squadrons comvined. 10 re- 
inforce our Pacific .eet we shouida be 
obliged to send ships from our At- 
lantic squadron, forcing them 
make a voyage of 12,000 miles, ths 
consuming many weeks, whereas, with 
the canal in existence, our powerfui 
North Atlantic squadron could be put 
into the Pacific within a week. Thus 
would the canal enabie us to more 
than double our naval strength in tue 
Pacific. . It will build up our 
Pacific Coast States as they must b> 
built up if we are to properiy fac 
the Orient. It will add immeasur- 
ably to our naval power, and it wil’ 
increase our influence, not only far 
out into the Pacific Ocean, over the 
islands and waters of .ne vast ocean, 
but also over the Caribbean Sea and 
adjacent waters. ... there- 
fore, the United States governmeni 
should construct the canal, or should 
aid, by the use of its credit or guo’- 
antee, in its construction, this coun. 

would occupy a very much 
stronger position in the final settlc- 
ment of control than it does at pr2s- 
ent.” 

These orgements are practically 
unanswerable. It hardly need be sai-i 
that if the government is to aid the 
enterprise the government’s interests 
should, be carefully saiteguarded so as 
to avoid a repetition of its unpleasint 
and unprofitabie experiences in con- 
nection with tne Pacific  railroa’ 
guarantees. This, in tne light of sur 
past experience, shoula not ve dif. 
cult of accomplishment. 

Reviewing Capt. Crowninshield’s 
article, and commenting favorably 
upon his conclusions, the Uhicago 
Tribune pertinently and  forcefuily 
says: 


“It is clearly the opinion of the 
writer that the government, with a 
view to its own protection, shou.d 
cherish this enterprise, even to the 
extent of giving it financial and. 
though with our experience with the 
Pacific railrcads this should be done 
under conditions which will ator. 
ample protection to the interests vo! 
the government. The article of Capt. 
Crowninshield will have additional 
interest just now in view of the re- 
cent departure of the gunboat ‘New- 
port for Greytown with a party or 
United States engineers to make a 
survey of routes across the isthmus. 
Added, significance and importance 
will be given to the subject of 
strengthening and uniting our marine 
power in the two oceans in view of 
events just now transpiring in east- 
ern Asia. Prominent among these 
afe the strides Japan is making in 
building up a powerful navy, the 
prespective completion by Russia or 
the transsiberian railway, and the 
part Germany is playing in the ap- 
propriation of territory in China. 
The whole cost of an isthmian canal, 
honestly .and economically con. 
structed, would be as nothing com- 
pared with its value to us when com- 
pleted. The fact that our Alaskan 
possessions are just now increasing 
in value and. importance 
quence of the discoveries of gold in 
that region gives to the subject added 
interest and. importance. The time 
when our government can afford to 
remain indifferent on this question 
has passed. Let the country wake up

LAWYERS SAY THE PHILLIPS. 
CASE IS ONE OF MANY. ’ 


Disreputables Rash to the Defense 
of Suspected Officials, as 
Usual, 


DEPUTY WILLIS MUST EXPLAIN 


FICE, NOT IN ARIZONA. 


Frank Phillips, Charged With Muar- 
der, Had a Record as a Bat- 
terer of Drunken 
Pensioners. 


Lawyers and politicians who keep 
track of the city and county officials 
were not surprised yesterday when 
they read in The Times a statement 
of the facts connected with the d.s- 
missal of the Phillips murder case. 
One attorney, who is reasonably well 
informed-of the doings of county offi- 
cers, said: “I am surprised only that 
the exposure has been so long in com- 
ing. It is notorious among lawyers 
that criminal cases can be and are 
‘squared’ by some of the District At- 
torney’s deputies, and that some of 
the Sheriff's men are not above sus- 
picion of aiding criminals to evade the 
law. In the Phillips case it has not 
appeared yet who worked the job, and 
it may, be that the prosecuting attor- 
ney was deceived by somebody, but 
the responsibility lies between the 
deputies of the two offices. Keep on 
digging, and you will unearth mére 
rottenness at the Courthouse than was 
found in the school board.” 

Another lawyer, who has been en- 
gaged in many important’ criminal 
cases, said: “A rich lead has been 
struck this time, and it should be fol- 
lowed. It will pan out bigger than 
the Webb case.” 

Every reputable lawyer who spoke 
of the case yesterday talked in a 
similar strain, and seemed surprised 
that the exposure had not been made 
before. A few lawyers of the other 
sort jumped into the breach to defend 
everybody who might be suspected, 
just as they hastened to the defense 
of the school board banditti, illus- 
trating the truth of the old saying 
about birds of a feather. 

An evening paper that rests under 
suspicion of having pecuniary reasons 
for being tender toward accused offi- 
cials, attempted to discredit the ex- 
posure by printing an alleged inter- 
view with Judge B. N. Smith, in which 
the Judge is made to say that he con- 
siders the story “simple rot,’”’ and will 
make inquiry only as a matter of 
“courtesy ”’ It is not credible that 
Judge Smith, who announced his in- 
tention to have Mr. Willis, not Maj. 
Donnell, upon the carpet Monday 
morning, would render judgment in 
advance and pretend to discredit state- 
ments that he has no reason to doubt, 
and the interview probably is of the 
sort usually printed by the fantastic 
evening freak. 

The facts of the Phillips case may 
be by Deputy District At- 
torney Willis, but they cannot be de- 
nied. puty Wilis told the court 
that Kittie Calvert, the witness upon 
whom the prosecution relied to prove 
that Phillips murdered Duplain, had 
gone to Arizona, and could not be 
found. Kittie Calvert was in the court- 
room waiting to be called when Will's 
made that statement. Believing the 
statement made by Willis to be true, 
Judge Smith dismissed the charge of 
murder and discharged Phillips. The 
question to be determined now by the 
court is: “Did Willis know his state- 
ment to be false?” Persons in the 
courtroom at the time knew it was 
false, and their reasons for permitting 
the court to be deceived may be the 
subject of further investigation. 

It can be shown by credible wit- 
nesses that Kittie Calvert visited the 
office of Davis & Rush, attorneys for 
Phillips, a.day or two before the dis- 
missal of the case. Davis & Rush 
oecupy rooms 2, 3 and 4 of the Rogers 
building, No. 217 New High street. 
Deputy District Attorney Willis also 
occupies, as a law office, rooms 2, 8 and 
4of the Rogers building, No. 217 New 
High street. 

TheSe are all facts that cannot be 
disputed, and they have been ascer- 
tained by dint of patient. careful in- 
vestigation. For nearly three weeks 
the movements of the persons involved 
in the case have been followed ard 
traced by Times reporters, and the fact 
that Kittie Calvert was in Los An- 
geles when she was said to be in Ari- 
zona can be proved by numerous wit- 
nesses, It remains for Deputy District 
Attorney Willis to exvlain why he 
not know that his chief witness was 
in court when he moved to dismiss the 
murder case. 


THE RECORD OF PHILLIPS, 


Beat Two Veterans | Nearly to Death 
im His Father’s Saloon. 


The killing of Joseph .Duplain near 
Santa Monica several months ago is 
not, it appears, the only criminal of- 
fense charged up against Frank Phil- 
llps, against whom the charge of mur- 
der was dismissed upon motion of Dep- 
uty District Attorney Willis, December 
7 last, upon the representation that an 
important witness could not be found, 
although she, Kitty Calvert, was in 
the courtroom at the very moment. 

Phillips battered two old soldiers, in- 
mates of the home near Santa Monica, 
withim an inch of death about three 
years ago. His father, William Phil- 
lips, who is now conducting a beer sa- 
loon in Santa Monica, was running 
what was then known .as the Old 
Stump saloon. situated a short distance 
from the home. Son Frank assisted 
his father in the capacity of head 
bruiser, “‘roller’” and all-round handy- 
Andy. The Old Stump was made a 
rendezvous by the old soldiers, as tt 


in the neighborhood. Especially after 
the regular pension days was Phillips's 
place crowded with veterans from the 
home. Finally reports were rife that 
crooked work wag being done at the 
Old Stump. Patrons from the home 
complained that they had been drugged 
and robbed. Many of: them, who bad 
visited the place with their quarterly 
pension money in their pockets, awoke 
from their drunken stupor the follow- 
ing morning without a cent. While 
Phillips was not openly charged with 
having robbed them of the money, the 
victims based strong suspicions upon 
that theorv as they had not visited 
any other place. Late one night ¢wo 
of the inmates of the home who had 
become intoxicated tn the Phillips 
lace not only lost all the money they 
ad in their pockets, but were beaten 
up so badly by Frank Phillips that they 
were confined in the hospital for sev- 
eral weeks. 

At last the place e so notorious 
that the authorities oked the li- 
cense, and since that time no 
has been permitted to be opened hear 
the home. 

Young Phillips has made a most un- 
enviable record for hims<if upon other 
occasions. He was “obliged to leave 
his home in the East because of sev-

SAM'S IN DANGER. 


NOTED CHINESE ROBBER ON ais 
AT HONGKONG, 


He Led a Thousand Men Against a 
Village, Murdered Many of the 
Defenseless Inhabitants and 
Looted the Town. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 1.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In the Hongkong Police 
Court on November 29 was tried the 
case of Sam Tai Kau, a Chinese rob- 
ber who led a party of 1000 men in an 
attack on a village in the Hai Fong 
District, murdering thirty people, in- 
cluding two women/ and four small 
children, and looting the village. On 
the fatal day, toward sunset, the rob- 
bers suddenly appeared, armed with 
knives and swords. The people fied 
for their lives, but many were cut 
down in the streets. 

One man testified that he knew Sam 
well and recognized him as the leader 
of the bandits. Sam killed witness’s 
old father at the gate of his house, and 
also butchered his younger brother. In 
another «household a man’s wld uncle 
and aunt were barbarously murdered. 
One woman killed was soon to become 
a mother. The robbers deliberately 
sacked all the houses, taking much 
clothing and other property and 20,000 
taels in money. 

Sam took to the hills when a reward 
‘was offered for him, and it was weeks 
before he was caught. He will surely 
be decapitated,

ern orchestra—in Strauss’s hands an 
eloquent, plastic and palpitating in- 
strument—much may be ventured, and 
while the composer has not altogether 
succeded—it, is almost a superhuman 
task he sets himself to achieve—he 
has made us think seriously of a new 
trend in the art of discoursing music. 
Formalism is abandoned—Strauss 
moves by episodes, now furiously swift, 
now ponderously lethargic, and one is 
lost in amazement at the loftiness, the 
solidity and general massiveness of his 
structure. More amazing still is the 
critical distrust with which a work of 
this stupendous proportion iy recéived. 
One need not admire the subject mat- 
ter, one may be a _ Brahmsite and 
clamor against the lack of formal 
beauty, but that admirers of Berlioz, 
Wagner and Liszt or Tschaikowsky 
should cavil at Strauss and his ten- 
dencies is incredible. The man’s schol- 
arship is so profound, almost as. pro- 
found as Brahms, his genius for the 
orchestra so marked, his color and 
rhymthic sense so magnificently devel- 
oped that the general effect of his rhet- 
oric is, perhaps, too blazingly brilliant. 
He has more to say than Berloiz, and 
eays it better, is less magniloquent and 
more poetical than Liszt, is as clever 
as Saint-Saéns, but in thematic inven- 
tion he is miles behind Wagner.

Richard Strauss’s new. symphonic 
poem, “Thus Spake Zarathustra,” 
which was a feature of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra’s second concert 
in New York, has evidently created a 
huge sensation, judging by the col- 
umns of criticism devoted to it. The 
Musical Courier’s critic terms the per- 
formance “the event of the musical 
season of 1897-98," and begging his 
readers “to remember that the new 
Strauss music must be approached, 
not from the point of philosophy, but 
simply viewed as absolute music,” 
Says: 

“Its style, melodic content, workman- 
ship, its poetic scope are to be first 
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considered, and not if it interprets 
Nietzsch’s profoundly individualistic 
philosophy. It is a symphonic poem of 
rather loose construction, and, as to 
Outline, but rigorously -logical in its 
presentment of thematic material, and 
in its magnificent weaving of the con- 
trapuntal web. There is organic unity, 
and the strenucusness of the compo- 
ser’s ideas almost blind his hearers to 
their tenuity, and sometimes a squat 
ugliness. Strauss has confessed to not 
following a definite scheme, a precise 
presentation of bacchante philosophy of 
Nietzsche. Why, then, is Riemann’s 
pretentious analytical programme toler- 
ated? It is confusing and misleading. 
Why a programme at all? The title is 
all sufficing, for Strauss is too clever 
a man not to realize the boundaries of 
music. Nietzsche was a lyrical rhap- 
sodist, a literary artist first, perhaps a 
philosopher afterward. It is the lyric 
side of him that Strauss seeks to inter- 
pret. Yet certain mental states that 
are almost philosophical may be hinted 
at by music. The sublimity of the idea 
of creation might be suggested in tone, 
and almost is, by a man of this com- 
poser’s resources. However, it is bet- 
ter not to read into the music’s esoteric 
meanings. Simply as absolute music 
it is astounding enough—astounding in 
its scope, handling and execution. It is 
not as realistic as you imagine, not 
as realistic for instance as the “Don 
Juan” and “Til Eulenspiegel.” Strauss 
is here an idealist striving after the 
impossible, yet compassing the hem of 
grandeur, and often a conscious seeker 
after the abnormally ugly. Yet we 
hesitate to call his an abnormal brain. 
Abnormal it may be in its manifesta- 
tion of eccentric power, but it is not 
evil in its tendency, and a brain that 
can construct such a mighty tone struc- 
ture is to be seriously counted with. 
“As a mere matter of musical politics 
we do not believe in programme music. 
Wagener, and before him, Beethoven, 
boundaries. Liszt, in his 
Faust symphony, and Wagner, in his 
Faust overture, read into music as 
much meaning as its framework could 
endure without calling in the aid of 
the sister arts. That Wagner did, while 
Liszt begat Saint-Saens. Tchaikowsky 
and Richard Strauss. Each of these 
men pushed realism to a frantic de- 
gree, Strauss in particular giving us 
in his “Death and Apotheosis’” the 
most minute memoranda. But in “Also 
Sprach Zarathustra” he has deserted 
surface imitations. The laughter of 
the convalescent, and the slow, creep- 
ing fugue betray his old tendencies. 
There is an uplifting roar in the open- 
ing that is really elemental. Those 


tremendous chords alone _ proclaim 
Strauss a man of genius, and their 
naked simplicity gives his fee simple 
to the heritage of Beethoven. But this 
grandeur is not maintained through- 
out. The A-flat section is notably 
melodious and luscious in color. “Of 
Joys and Passions” is gloriously bril- 
liant and passionate. Here. is profound 
energy not again exhibited. The five- 
voice fugue is ugly yet masterful, and 
the dance music exhilarating, indeed, 
intoxicating. It is furious in its aban- 
donment, corybantic in its hisheveled 
revelry. Such laughetr has never been 
heard in an orchestra before!” 

“The close is enigmatic, and the jug- 
gling with the tonality is fruitful of 
suspense, bewilderment. Yet it does 
not plunge the listener into’ the 
gloomy, abysmal gulf of Tschaikow- 
sky’s last movement of the B-minor 
sympheny. It is not so simple nor yet 
g0 cosmical. Strauss has the grand 
manner at times, but he cannot main- 
tain as did Brahms in his “Requiem,” 
or Tschaikowsky in his last symphonic 
work. 

“The narrative and\ declamatory 
style is often violently interrupted by 
paseages of great descriptive power; 
the development of the themes séems 
coincidental with some programme in 
Strauss’s mind. and the contrapuntal 
ingenuity displayed is just short of 
the miraculous. ‘There is a groaning 
and a travailing spirit; a restless, un- 
easy aspiring which is Faust-like, and 
suggests a close study of “Eine Faust 
Overture,”’ ‘but there is more versatility 
of mood, more hysteria and more feb- 
rile agitation in the Strauss score. It 
is a sheaf of moods bound together 
with rare skill, and in the most caca- 
phonous portions there is no suspicion 
of writing for the sake of mere wilful 
eccentricity. Strauss is ugly because 
the mood he attempts to portray hap- 
pene to be an ugly one. And here is 

rought up the question of tthe purely 
decorative element in music, a question 
not-to be lightly solved. There were 
reminiscences more in color than form 
of “Tristan,” of ‘“‘Walkure,” “Die Mei- 
stersinger,” and once there was a sug- 
getion of Gounod, but the composer's 
oe by is his own despite his Wagnerian 
affiliations.

Bu 
the melodic curve is big and passional. 
Strauss can be tender, dramatic, hi- 
zarre, poetic’and humorous, and it is 
the noble art of simplicity he sadly 
lacks—for art it is. His themes in 
this poem are often simple; indeed, the 
waltz is distinctly commonplace, but 
it is not the Doric, the bald simplic- 
ity of Beethoven. It is rather a brutal 
plainness of speech. Of lascivious pleas- 
ing for the sake of aural voluptous- 
ness there is not a trace. 

“Strauss is too deadly in. earnest 
to trifle or to condescend to ear- 
tickling devices. The tremendous sin- 
cerity of the work will be its saving 
salt for many who violently disagree 
with the whole scheme. No one press 
ent could have failed to be impressed 
last Thursday night, while perhaps 
not a dozen in the audience under-

Berlin has had more of the Wagner 
operas than usual, and is to vary this 
with a season of Italian opera, to be 
given by Italian singers at the Royal 
Operahouse in the spring. No city is 
so hospitable to Italian talent. Leon- 
cavallo’s “‘Roland of Berlin’ will soon 
be ready for production at the opéra- 
house there. 

At the first concert of the Manuscript 
Society in New York, new works by 
American compocers were produced; 
among them a “Rhapsodie Erotique,” 
for strings, har~ and horn, by Ernst 
Lent of Washington. It is a suggestive, 
perhaps even a dangerous, title; but as 
it has been pronounced erratic rather 
than rhapsodic and erotic no great 
harm has followed its performance. 

Massenet’s ‘“‘Werther’ has just been 
sung in Breslau, and the accounts of 
the performance say that only one sen- 
sation was experienced during the 
whole evening, and that came in the 
last act, when a lamp fell from the 
table and, still burning, rolled about on 
the floor. There was nothing furnished 
by Massenet to equal this incident, 
and the work will soon be withdrawn, 


if, Indeed, it be repeated again. 


AS if to make the Viennese realize 
whata serious thing music really is, 
Herr Mahler is gradually changing the 
man of, giving the, Wagner operas 
until ifis expected that they will all 
be sung eventually without a cut. 
There is\scarcely a sound of dissent, 
however,\in the general praise which 
has greeted Herr Mahler's efforts to 
bring back the operahouse of Vienna 
to its old \position in the musical 
world. 

The fnanch statement of the recent 
Worcester fettival shows the largest 
deficit of any previous year. The loss is 
over $4000, and\is principally due to the 
smaller sale of tickets than in other 

rs. Undaunted by this fact, and be- 
eving that the dauses that contributed 
to failure this season were peculiar, the 
management announces that the stand- 
ard will not be lowered, but the splen- 
did reputation already attained by the 
Wortester festivals will be kept just 
the game in the futug, with the hope 
of a moré generous response from the 


public. 


The performances of Sonzoquo’s sea- 
son, in Milan, for which so much was 
promised, have proved very disappoint- 
ing. Massenet’s “Manon” has been 
Sung there, and Ricordi produced the 
Puccini ‘‘Manon,”’ which has been an- 
nounced for production in several Ger- 
man cities this winter. The war of the 
two versions of “La Vie de Boheme” 


-continues and it begins to look as if 
Leoncavallo were winning the fight. 
His opera is said to have in all citiesa 
greater success with the public than 
Puccini’s work on the same subject. 

At the Isle of Lliec, where Ambroise 
Thomas, proprietor of the small do- 
main, often went for a vacation, they 
have solemnly inaugurated a commem- 
orative chapel in honor of the com- 
poser. It has been erected in ‘fhe 
midst of the rocks, in a favorite spot 
of the author of “Mignon.” The altar 
which has been established there dates 
from the twelfth century, and has been 
taken from the ancient church of 
Saint-Yves. Many Breton sailors and 
fishermen assisted at the inaugural 
ceremony. 

It takes four months to place a new 
Operatic work upon the stage of the 
Paris Opera, and the average cost is 
$40,000. That was the amount ex- 
pended on “‘The Meistersinger.”’ Dur- 
ing the first month the artists re- 
hearse apart from the chorus, the 
chorus from the orchestra, and so 
forth. Each artist rehearses daily 
With his or her master, until pretty 
nearly perfect in the part. Then grad- 
ually the various elements composing 
the opera are drawn together, and the 
repetitions d’ensemble begin. New 
works always play to maximum re- 
ceipts at least for the first few nights. 

The most recent operatic star in Paris 
is Mile. Ackte. She is from Finland. 
During the last three years she has 
Studied at the Conservatoire under M. 
Edmond Duvernoy, and there obtained 
the first prize for singing—the much- 
coveted premier prix, which always 
entails as a right its recipient’s en-

out ministerial sanction. It enjoys an 
annual state subsidy of $160,000, which, 
spread over the 200 performances given 
annually, produces $800 for each per- 
formance. The average expense is 
$4200 for each performance, or $3400 
over and above the government sub- 
sidy. It is under an obligation to 
give four free performances a year, 
on the four great national fete days, 
and these entail a sheer loss of $13,600. 

Franz Rummel is to come to Amer- 
ica next month, bearing the titulary 
honor of professor, which has been 
conferred upon him by the Duke of 
Anhalt-Desau. Last month he cele- 
brated the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the beginning of his artistic career. 
He gave his first concert on November 
24, 1872, in Brussels. Three months be- 
fore, at the examinations in the con- 
servatory in that city, he had carried 
off first prize with a performance of 
Beethoven’s Sonata, Op. 106. Mr. 
Rummel’s professional statistics are 
interesting. He has played in 660 con- 
certs in 154 cities and towns of four- 
teen different countries; his perform- 
ances have contained 326 works by 
sixty-one composers; of the works 153 
were originally written for pianoforte 
solo, fifty-nine were chamber composi- 
tions, twenty-seven with orchestra and 
twenty-four transcriptions. And he 
has played all these works from mem- 
ory. 

'A heretofore unknown opera, “Die 
Kreuzfahrer”’ (‘‘The Crusaders,’’) by 
Ludwig Spohr, which was composed 
in the beginning of the forties—that is, 
before the principles of Richard Wag- 
ner had been published broadcast—has 
recently been accidentally discovered 
in the archives of the Court Theater 
at Cassel, and will soon be performed 
there, after betng revised and rear- 
ranged by Conductor Dr; Franz Beyer 
at that theater. It appears that the 
entire character of the opera covers 
the ideas later on indorsed by Wiagner 
and his school, that music and words 
must have a correlative importance, 
and that one must always be sub- 
servient to the other, without partic- 
ular preference for either. The idea of 
the “leimottve’~Tinds its first practical 
application in this work, although not 
as yet known or recognized by this 
name. 

Bungert spent sixteen years in com- 
posing his ‘“‘Homeric Trilogy,” which 
ic now making its way across the Ger- 
man operahouses. “The Return of 
Ulysses” was recently produced at 
Hamburg and  0»noisily applauded, 
though the representative of the 
Frankfurter Zeitung has no high opin- 
ion of it. He says that it is melodic- 
ally weak; that its score sounds like 
an orchestrated pianoforte work; that 
its tone is sentimental and anything 
but heroic, and that it is in its form 
an open imitation of Wagner.

Vienna, after having heard Smeta-

The 
late Czar of Russia accidentally became 
acquainted with the work through the 
piano score, and he was s0 charmed 
with the music that he ordered it 
produced in 1884 at the Court Opera- 
house in St. Petersburg. Since that day 
it has been one of the most popular 
operas in Russia. To the subject some

Speak- 
jng of the results of his observations, 
the professor said: 

“The decrease in the herds of seals 
that frequent the Russian islands is 
great. There is no other cause for 
this than pelagic sealing. Take the 
mortal.ty of man, for instance, under 
ordinary circumstances as compared 
with that in war. Add to this the 
condition of not only the men, but the 
women warring against and killing one 
another, and it is easy to see what in- 
crease there would be in the gnortality. 
There are only about 65,000 seals left on 
the Commander Islands and stil! fewer 
on the islands ef the Okhotsk. The 
government kills only males on its isl- 
ands. so that if this should be kept up 
there would be no extinction of the 

seals. The males are of noguse after 
they are three or four years old, as 
their skins are worthless. Only about 
one male is.needed to every hundred 
females, so that when none of the lat- 
ter is killed. there being an equa! 
number of each in the beginning, the 
decrease would amount to very little as 
compared to the extinction carried on 
by the pelagic sealers. 
~ “The Russian government has been 
able to do nothing in the way of pre- 

yenting the decrease/n seal life. Rus- 
sia has never claiméd the right to stop 
sealing, as the Umited States has done, 
in open seas. An agreement was en- 
tered into, however, between the Rus- 
sian government ard England. whereby 
pelagic sealing could not be carried on 
within thirty miles of the islands. This 
was no protection for the’ seals, how- 
ever. as they are as liable to go 100 
miles as thiry miles. TI think brand- 
ing would be a gocd thing for fe- 
males used for breeding purposes. I 
am positively assured that the brands 
would remain on the anin:als just as 
they do on horses. Two or three of the 
seals that were branded on the Priby- 
loff Islands last year were discovered 
this year with the brands on them.”
